mentaries upon, and corroboratives of, the profound truths and 
accurate results of science. Not a century ago a comet was uni- 
versally libelled as the precursor of some fearful chastisement, 
which the wickedness and folly of mankind had brought upon

ing in his simplicity the good and glorious works of the Almighty 
with the suggestions of a disordered imagination. The labours 
of enlightened astronomers, and the pains taken by practical phi- 
lanthropists to diffuse a knowledge of the higher sciences by 
stripping them of technicalities, and setting forth their noble and 
useful purposes in language suited to mean comprehensions, have

The changes of the moon—the rising and setting of the sun—the | spectacle. 
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The annular eclipse, illustrated by our artist, will take place on 
the morning of Saturday next, October 9th. It will be first 
visible in the south-west of Ireland, between seven and eight 
o’clock in the morning, whence it will traverse the south and east 
of England, embracing in its northern limits Gloucester and 
Greenwich. Thence it will travel across France, and taking a 
south-easterly direction, appear to Austria, Turkey, the shores of 
the Black Sea, Asia Minor, Persia, the Gulph of Persia, Guzerat 
in Hindostan, the northern portions of the Indian peninsula, the 
upper part of the Bay of Bengal, Burmah, and Siam, and becomes 
central and annular at sunset in lat. 18°29 N. We need not con- 
cern ourselves much about the appearance the annular eclipse will 
present in these remote localities ; but as it will doubtless be 
sought by many thousands of the inhabitants of the western and 
southern portions of Great Britain, we may here quote a portion 
of the suggestions for its observation made by the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, at the Oxford meeting in 


June last : — 

I. Asa general direction as to the limits within which the eclipse 
can be seen annular in England and Ireland, if on any map a line be 
drawn through Greenwich and Gloucester and produced, it will give 
the northern limit at which the eclipse ceases to be annular. A line 
parallel to the last, through Padstow in Cornwall on the west, and 
Torbay on the east (which will extend across the Channel to Havre, 
&c., and passes just below Cape Clear on the west), will be the line 
along which the eclipse is both annular and central, The southern 
limit lies wholly below England. 

Il, Asa rough guide to the time, the commencement of the an- 
nulus will be nearly at 7h. 23m. a.m. (civil reckoning) for the 
extreme south-west of Ireland, at 7h, 24m. for a line through Land’s 
End and Milford Haven, at 7h. 25m. through the Isle of Wight and 
Reading, at 7h. 25m, 50s. for Walmer (Greenwich mean time). 

111, For the observations requisite, a telescope of very moderate 
power is best, As the annulus will not last more than three or four 
minutes, those unaccustomed to such observations should be cau- 
tioned against attempting to observe all the phenomena, or they may 
thus run the risk of observing none. If possible, several observers 
should combine for the purpose, and each agree to attend to one, or 
some few, of the phenomena. 

IV. To obviate some of the difficulties arising from the rapid 
passage of the phenomenon, the observer may be referred to Captain 
Smith's “ Cycle” (i. 141, 146.), where some valuable practical hints 
are thrown out for tranquillising the observer's nerves in so transitory 
a phenomenon, especially by previously making a careful drawing of 
the spots (if any) existing on the sun’s disk, which may be made use- 
ful in marking and ascertaining the progress of the eclipse. 

V. With the view of correcting the moon’s tabular north polar 
distance and semidiameter, it is peculiarly desirable that observations 
should be made along or near the line (passing through Greenwich 
and Gloucester) on which the eclipse is barely annular. At some of 
these the eclipse will be completely annular, and here the following 
observations should be made: — ‘Ihe time of beginning and end of 
annularity should be observed. As the duration only is required, a 
common watch shewing seconds will suffice for this purpose. If 
possible, by means of a graduated pearl scale, or other equivalent 
means, the breadth of the narrowest part of the annulus should be 
measured several times about the middle of the time of the annular 
appearance, as well as it can be estimated. At other places, the 
eclipse will not be completely annular, and here the principal object 
must be to make several measures of the distance between the cusps 
about the time when that distance is smallest, ‘This measure may 
probably be made by means of a graduated pearl scale, or by means 
of a divided object glass applied in front of the object glass of the 
telescope, or by the use of a common sextant.

Tue Nationat Socirry.—By the returns of collections under the 
Queen’s letter in aid of the National Society for Promoting the 
Education of the Poor on the princip es of the Established Church, 
it appears that the total amount contributed by the diocese of London 
is 33,8531. 12s. 3d. 

Grnenat Pension Sociery.—The annual meeting of this society 
was held on Monday at the London Tavern. From the report it ap- 
peared there are in the receipt of pensions from the society, 6 males 
and 2 females above 90 years of age; 9 males and 11 females above 
80; 7 males and 5 females above 60; 11 males and 9 females above 
60; and 4 males under 90 totally incapacitated. Several of the pen- 
sioners had died during the past year, leaving 32 men and 27 women 
now in receipt of pensions from the society. ‘The report having 
alluded to the wish of the directors to increase the amount of the 
pensions (which at present are 81s, to the men and 22s, to the 
women), concluded by stating that the receipts during the past year 
had been 2111. 12s., and the disbursements 16402, leaving a balance 
in hand of 4711 

Tur Masons’ Srraike,—On Saturday last the journeymen masons 
of the metropolis, who for some time past have been agitating the 
question with their employers that the day's work on Saturday 
should cease at four o'clock in the afternoon, succeeded in their 
object, most of the large masters having acceded to the demand, and 
the small masters agreeing to abide by their decision. 

Srkancers’ Frienp Sociery.—On Sunday a sermon in aid of the 
funds of the Strangers’ Friend Society for visiting and relieving the 
sick and distressed poor at their own habitations, was preached at 
St. Bride’s Church, Fleet Street, by the Rev, C. Marshall, the vicar, 
in the presence of the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, the 
sheriffs, under sheriffs, and other officers of the corporation, and a 
very numerous and fashionable congregation. 

Messrs. Rocers ann Co,—The greatest excitement was created 
in the city on Monday by the announcement that the whole of the 
notes, bills of exchange, &c., stolen from the bank of Messrs. 
Rogers and Co., were handed to the authorities of the Bank of Eng- 
land in the course of Saturday, that establishment having already re- 
placed the amount of the stolen notes, under a certain guarantee 
from the Messrs. Rogers. It will be recollected that the robbery 
in question took place on the evening of the 25th of November, 1844, 
and that the amount of property stolen was 43,4152, in notes, 1200/. 
in gold, together with various bills of exchange, &c. ;

The coins were ina fine state 
of preservation, and were purchased for a mere trifle by a clothes- 
man, who happened to come up whilst they were examining them, 
and before they had time to ascertain their actual value. 

Commercial Travetters’ Schoots. — The quarterly general 
court of this institution was held on Tuesday at the London Tavern. 
The report of the committee expressed their gratification at the com- 
modious establishment secured by the institution at Wanstead, and 
in the general progress of the society thus far, Much, however, re- 
mains to be done by the body of commercial ttavellers themselves, 
who, though numbering in the whole 35,000 individuals, have as yet 
only become subscribers to the extent of 500, a disproportion attri» 
butable to the injudicious principle which renders relief to the child- 
ren independent of previous contributions by the fathers, a system 
encouraging the profession to rely, not upon themselves, but upon 
their brethren. The report exhibited a balance of neariy 50007. 

Execrnic Terecrars.—lt is intended to establish an electric 
communication between all the fire engines in the metropolis, so that 
when a fire breaks out information of the fact can instantaneously 
be sent to all the stations on its reaching any one of them. 

Crry [aprovements.—At the Common Council of Tuesday, Mr. 
R. L. Jones brought up the report on the subject of the completion 
of the street from Farringdon [New Street to Clerkenwell Green, 
It stated that unless some arrangements were made for providing 
funds for carrying out this purpose during the present year, the time

Dunttin.— Dr. Curran, whose statistics respecting fever in Dublin 
caused much discussion a few months since, has fallen a victim to 
that malady. He aied on Monday, having at the age of twenty- 
seven obtained great celebrity in his profession. Dr. De Mussy, the 
French physician, is nearly convalescent. 

On Thursday week, the men employed on the works of the Great 
Southern Railway turned out for an increase of wages, their pay 
being 1s. 6d. per day, and their demand 2s. 

The new Vagrant Act, which empowers magistrates to send any 
person who asks alms to prison not exceeding one month, is now very 
generally enforced. In this city the effect is evident. ‘Loose who 
heretofore made begging their business for life, now feel the necessity 
of endeavouring to make a livelihood by engaging in small traflic. | 

On ‘Tuesday last a labourer ‘of the Waterford and Kilkenny Rail- 
way Company, named Byrne, was killed on the line at Blackwell, 
near Bennet’s Bridge, an earth waggon which he had been conduct- 
ing having knocked him down and passed over his chest. s 

As the Duchess of Leinstertwith her daughter was purchasing 
Lish poplins at O’Reilly’s, Collège Green, a poor woman came into 
the shop wich a child in her arms, and handedja purse to her ladyship, 
which she let fall in descending from her carriage. The poor woman 
left the shop, blessing Lady Jane and her mother for the hand:ome 
reward bestowed upon her. 

An agent of Lord Shannon, on the 224 inst., proceeded to a place 
called Knockskeugh, accompanied by fourteen men, to assist him in 
taking ‘possession of some ground, &c.; while the agent was con- 
versing with the holder of the property, one of bis party p oceeded to 
remove the slates from the roof of a house, but had scarcely removed 
three slates, when a gun was discharged at him from within, the con- 
tents of which literally blew away one half of the right side of the 
head; death was instantaneous, Intelligence was brought to the 
police, who immediately repaired to the spot, and with a party of the 
inilitary from Clonakiits, arrested tive suspected persons. 

Limesick.—Ono Wednesday night last the house of a man named 
Kelly, at Knocksentry, county Limerick, was attacked by an armed 
party, who knocked at the door and demanded admittance. Kelly, 
who was sitting at the fire eating his supper, rose with one ot his 
children in his arms for the Purpose of opening the door, when the 
parties outside fired and shot him dead. ‘The child's legs were 
broken, as well from the effect of the shot as from the father falling 
on them, The murderers made their escape through the bog, and 
have not since been taken, The cause of this terrible deed is said to 
be something about land, 

Taim.—On Sunday last, a little boy, accompanied by another little 
boy, was crossing the field towards home; when they came to Mr. 
Purdon’s garden hedge, the two boys siopped to look across the 
hedge into the garden. The gardener upon seeing them looking 
over the hedge, put a blunderbuss to his shoulder and fired. Mr. 
Fagan’s son immediately fell dead, and the other boy ran away. ‘The 
wadding of the biunderbuss fell into a furze bush close to the un- 
fortunate boy, and igniting the dry furze, the blaze speedily com- 
municated to his clothes, burning him severely. The gardener 
it appears afierwards went in and told his master that he had shot a 
boy who was looking over the garden hedge, and that he would have 
shot the other only he ran away. He has since been conveyed to the 
county goal. 

Rureat ASSOCIATION, — The usual weekly meeting of the Repeal 
Association was held on Monday. E. Murphy, Esq., in the chair. 
Mr. John O'Conneil, M. P., Mr. John Reynolds, M. P., Mr. W. 
Ford, and others, having addressed the meeting on the al -absorbing 
question of poor rates, a Mr, Hylavd, of Kilkenny, rose to speak, 
and in the course of his observations having instanced a recent case 
of ejection by the Right Hon, R. L. Shiel, he was called to order by 
Mr, John Reynolds, M. P., who contended that under the rules of 
the association a week’s notice should be given of a speaker's inten- 
tion to read inculpatory documents, ‘The meeting, however, de- 
cided that Mr, Hyland Should go on, and the gentleman proceeded 
to make good his charge of extermination against the master of the 
mint, The rent for the week amounted to 351. 8s. 4d. : 

Youcuat,—On the 20th inst., E contained six humihi 
beings took fire, and every soul perished in the flames.

He, though able, was unwilling to 
pay his rent; at last he arranged with his landlord to give up pos- 
Session on condition to be forgiven the arrears of rent, and allowed 
the ‘crop to enable him to emigrate. Previous to his release the 
buildings were to be thrown down, and the doing so was confided to 
Conagton's nephew, Pat. Joyce, who was to receive, besides other 
pay, the timber and thatch for his trouble. With hearty good will 
he commenced throwirg the edifice down, and on going inside to take 
down the rafters, his own first cousins fastened the door outside, and 
set fire to the roof, leaving Patrick Joyce within ; his shrieks alarmed 
the neighbours, else he would have been roasted alive, for he was 
scarcely rescued when the blazing roof fell in.—A man who had 
been placed as keeper over a distress for rent, by Mr. Lamphier, near 
Littleton, was shot dead on Monday night. The assa:sins then pro- 
ceeded to Mr. Lamphier's residence, demolished the windows, and 
fired several shots into the dwelling, but were repulsed by the pro- 
prietor, who returned the fire.— Timothy Kiely was on Thursday 
se’nnight conveying copper ore from the mines of Hollyford to Li- 
merick, and about dusk had reached within a short distance of his 
mother’s residence, when he was fired at and shot through the body. 
His head was then fractured with the butt end of a gun, and the 
unfortunate man left on the road in a state of insensibility. 


Si NEE 
THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

We stated some time since, that measures were in progress for 
forming a “ Free-Gold League” in London ; and we think it will be 
universally admitted that, since the announcement went forth, some 
pains have been taken by this paper to diffuse information upon a 
subject of so much national importance as the currency. ‘The mea- 


sures long ripening have reached maturity, and on Wednesday 
evening last, a meeting was held at which the necessary resolutions 
forming the League were duly passed. The principal speakers Upon 
the occasion were Messrs, Bennock, J. Duncan, Taylor, Capps, and 
Bell; and it is due to them to say, (unable as we are to give a report 
of their speeches at length, ) that ‘they evinced a thorough knowledge 
of the subject, and were honourably eloquent in the cause of a mone- 
tary reform, which concerns the prosperity and happiness of the mere 
chant, the manufacturer, and the labourer. We trust the League, 
deriving a lesson from the business-like proceedings of its defunct 
namesake,will steadily and resolutely persevere in the objects for which 
it has, been formed, and ultimately enjoy the triumph of destroying a 
system conceived by a minister who has lived to admit the fallacy of 
most of the doctrines which formed his original stock in trade. The 
following is a sketch of the meeting held on Wednesday evening at 
Anderton's Hotel, Fleet Street, the object of which was the forma- 


Hon of an Anti-Gold-Law League for the production of monetary 
reform. 


The chair was taken by Mr. Bennock, who proceeded to state the objects for 
which the meeting had been convened. Every one was, he said, aware of the 
distress at proren existing in the commercial world, and his belief was, that in 
the state of the currency might be found the root of the evil. What they wanted 
was, nota metallic, but a symbolic currency —a currency which, while it was 
amply secured and understood, should fairly represent the actual produce of the 
labour of the country. With this view it was proposed to form an anti-gold.law 
league, which, by means of lectures, discussions, and amphlets, should disse- 
minate sound notions throughout the country on this alice portant subject, 

Stoddart moved, and; Mr. Fairbairn seconded, a resolution, to the effect 
that the currency of the realm should consist of exchequer notes of the amount 
of 12. and upwards, such notes to be issued with the consent of parliament, to the 
amount of the taxation of the country, to be put into circulation by the govern- 
ment in liquidation of their current expences, and to become a legal tender. 

Mr. J. Duncan supported the motion in a very able speech, in the course of 
while he stated that a distinction should be taken between money and currency. 
Monev was a legal tender, whilo currency was not. The“ Times” had lately 
said, “ Anybody could make money, but who would they get to take it?” Hig 
answer was, that, if it were a legal tender, every one should take it. The prin- 
ciple of a paper currency had been objected to, but that principle had already 
been recognised, Sir R. Peel had, in his bill of 1844, permitted the Bank of 
England to issue notes to the amount of the eleven millions due to it by guvern- 
ment, and also three millions on account of exchequer bills. Further, he per- 
mitted to the country banks a circulation of eight millions, to the Irish banks 
six, and tothe Scotch two, and all this in the face of his own axiom, that a pound 
should represent only five pennyweights of gold. His belief was, that Sir R, 
Peel had, as a young man, committed the blunder of 1819; but as he had, in 
course of time, changed all his other principles, perhaps he might in time come 
to a right view on this question also. Before Mr. Horner died, Peel opposed 
cash payments; shortly after, he supported them. In Sir S. Romilly’s time, he 
opposed relaxation in the criminal code; but when that statesman died, he 
stepped into his shoes as a law reformer. Then, while competing with Canning, 
he opposed Catholic emancipation ; subsequently, as a member of the Govern- 
ment, he proposed and carried it; and recently, the “unadorned eloquence” of 
Richard Cobden had induced him to give up principles for which he had been 
struggling for five-and.thirty years. He (Mr. Duncan) therefore had hopes that 
as soon as Sir Robert had fixed Lord J. Russell and Sir Charles Wood with 
ledges, from which they could not recede, they might look for a manifesto from 
Tamworth, acknowledging former errors on tie currency question, and propos- 
ing a“ comprehensive” plan of redress. All that was necessary, in his opinion, 
was an unequivocal expression of public opinion in favour of the principles em- 
bodied in the resolution which had just been read, 

Mr. ‘Taylor reminded the meeting, that before the bill of 1819 gold was a 
strictly protected commodi'y, its exportation being prohibited under pain of for- 
feiture. A curious story was told of Erasmus, who, having attempted to take 
some silver money away, was stopped at Dover, and all taken from him, leaving 
him so destitute that at Calais he was obliged to write a book to obtain subsiste 
ence.

It is true that something is done towards the 
promotion of emigration, but that something is such a pitiful atom 
of relief, and is, moreover, administered with so little judgment, that 
the colonists are better without than with such a mockery of assist- 
Se EHS ance, ‘The great majority of the emigrants are Irish, and it is noto- 
ee : rious that their indolent habits utterly disqualify ‘hem from rendering 

z z i : efficient service, even if they arrive at the colony to which they may 

be sent in a sound state of health, Of late, the expatriated masses 
have carried with them the typhus fever, which has been ravaging the 
famine-stricken districts of Ireland, and healthful colonies have 
thus become mere hospitals — and very costly hospitals withal — for 
the miserable refugees, by whose industry they expected to benefit. 
If the authorities at the Colonial Office were to apply the grants of 
Parliament to the dispatch to our distant possessions of healthy, 
z well-disposed, able-bodied English labourers, some amount of good 
4 might be done to the agriculturists in the colonies, and England 
would reap the reward of her prudence in the abundant commercial

that they may make a report to their fellow islanders, and induce a 
more general emigration, 

The three South Sea islanders to whom allusion has been made, 
are severally named EKroist, Panyenoa, and SagparHanoo. The 
first is a chief, ard brother to Zuela, the king of the isiand of Lefuo. 
Paryella is his conjuror, and Sabbathahoo is the conjuror’s servant. 
They are represented to be highly intelligent men, with an unex- 
ampled power of rapid calculation by a system of decimals, They 
are exceedingly active, and possess great capacity for comprehending 
what is required of them in the way of personal service, And while 
enterprising colonists avail themselves of the opportunity at their 
disposal of engaging such men, it is consolatory to think that they 
will not be exposed to the imputation of kidnasping, or of taking 
people from happy homes to subject them to an employment repug- 
nant to their natures, The islands whence the men are induced to 
emigrate, are in the most miserable state of destitution. So yreatly 
in excess of the means of sustenance is the amount of population, 
that cannibalism and infanticide, and other revolting means of dimi- 
nishing the human race, are practised throughout l'anna, Kahama, 
and Lefoo, The South Sea islander will see nothing of this on the 
estates in New South Wales; and, on the other hand, he will derive 
all the benefit that an intelligent human creature can desire, from 
sound instruction, Christian example, and gentie treatment, 

But let such active and meritorious individuals as Mr, Boyd do 
what they may, the home government must not suppose itself ex- 
empted from the responsibility of providing European labour for the 
colonies. ‘Ihe South Sea islanders cannot be expected to supply all 
the wants of Australia, or even a portion of them for some time to 
come. Confidence, as the proverb hath it, is a plant of slow growth; 
and it will not be until the prosperous emigrant returns and tells his 
tale of success and happiness, that his example will be freely and 
generally followed. Meanwhile, the Sydney agriculturist, who is 
blessed with prolific ewes and cows, is doomed to boil down their 
offspring for want of hands to tend them, and the English market is 
deprived of the cepious supplies of wool and hides which the fu!l 
grown sheep and cattle would yield. It seems surprising that, with 
so many thousands of people vainly seeking occupation in this coun- 
try, there should be the slightest hesitation about the sending them to 
Australia, It is merely a question of expense; and there can be no 
doubt in the mind of any sane man, that the balance of economy 
must be on the side of emigration. We hope the legislature will 
repair the omissions of the last session by looking well into the sub- 
ject at the next meeting of Parliament, :

Sypney, APRIL, 1847.—Since the date of my last letter, an official 
copy of the new “squatting regulations” has been received by his 
excellency the governor from the authorities at home. l'he sarge 
influential and respectable class of persons interested therein appear 
to be, on the whole, well satisfied with the attention which has been 
paid to their interests. ‘There can be no doubt but that henceforth 
squatting will be more extensively resorted to by respectable married 
men, who will naturally take with them into the “bush” the habits 
of civilised life. If the new regulations really become Jaw, squatting, 
even as an investment of capital, will be fully 50 per cent. more 
valuable than jt has hitherto teen. When we consider that 4000 
sheep can be grazed for 10/ a year; that leases are to be granted for 
fourteen years; that the leasehoider has the option of buying 160 
acres out and out, as a homestead; that, at the expiration of the 
lease, the party who has held the same may purchase the whole or 
part; that if he do not do so, bnt it is sold to another party, he is to 
be paid for the improvements he has made upon the land; and thatif 
the * run” be not sold, the same party may have his lease renewed on 
easy terms. We cannot but augur well of the plan, and conclude 
that it will be a favourable boon to the people generally, and tend 
yreatly to put an end to the serious complaints which have been made 
for some time past by these pioneers of civilisation. It is true thata 
few individual cases may, and doubtless will, occur, where the rules 
will be found to bear severely upon individuals; but, as a whole, the 
plan is doubtless good, and the concession great.

This information gives additional confirmation to that 
which was indeed too evident previously—that those unfortunate 
Officers were positively put to death by the Commander of the Faith- 
ful. Their relatives are, we fear, still buoyed up with hopes of their 
existence, which it is natural for ‘them to cherish, but the present 
inteliiyence places the report of their death beyond all doubt ” 

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The overland mail from Caicutta arrived in London on Saturday, 
in time to enable us to give the heads of all the news it contained in 
our latest edition, The intelligence is of the following dates ;— 
Hong Kong, July 25th; Bombay, August 6th; and Caicutta, Aug. 
Tth. Two mails from China have arrived simultaneously by this 
despatch. ‘I'here was no news of the Cleopatra steamer, which must 
now, alas, be supposed to have perished with 300 souls on board ! 
The most active measures were being taken for the apprehension of 
the ceiebrated robber, Doonghur Singh, but it was feared they would 
all prove unavailing. He was said to be in the neighbourhood of 
Nusseerabad, lying close in the jungles till the hue aud cry had 
passed by. The Rajpoot sovereigns of Upper and Central India 
had, meanwhile, been threatened with the severest displeasure of go- 
vernment should they be found aiding him in any way, or should 
they not do their best to secure his capture. Colonel Sutherland, 
political agent at Ajmere, had been ordered to return from Mount 
Aboo, where he had gone for the hot svason, to superintend the 
various measures put in operation for the freebooter's capture. The 
affairs of Nepaul con:inued to excite attention. ‘The ex-king was 
still at Sagowiee, holding conferences with those of the chiefs who 
had escaped from Katmandoo, ‘The new sovereion had not as yet 
been recognised by government, and it was therefore uncertain what 
line of proceeding might be adopted. The bride elect of the nabob 
of the Carnatic had reached Madras, her removal from Hyderabad to 
the former place having cost nearly 100,000/, From Bengal there is 
little news. The ship Sialkart, bound for London, went ashore on 
Middleton Point on the 19th July, and it was feared would become 
a total wreck. The governor-general, commander-in-chiet of India, 
and lieutenant-governor north-western provinces, remained at Simla, 
The governor and commander-in-chief of Bombay were at Poona; 
the former would return to the presidency after the rains, paying a 
visit to the hills and Sattara before his return.

Prussia.— During the visit of the King of Prussia in Northern 
Italy the desire was expressed by various parties that his Majesty. 
would act as mediator in the present differences between the Pope 
and Austria. It is certain that, following the example of the Pope, 
several princes, especially the King of Sardinia and the Duke of 
Lucca, place great confidence in the King of Prussia. It is said 
that his Majesty has declined any direct interference in the affairs of 
Italy. “hat the Prussian cabinet takes the liveliest inierest in all 
that goes on in that country cannot be douoted; and although in this 
question, as on all the cther political questions of the day which con- 
cern Germany, the governments of Aus:ria and Prussia may be una- 
nimous, this ‘cannot deter the Prussian cabinet from making good 
its influence, in the German sense of the word, through direct rela- 
tions with the Italian court. 

The government authorities propose to accord to the manufac- 
turers of iron, &c., in Westphalia and the Rhenish territory within 
the kingdom, a certain stamp or mark for their protection, upon 
the payment of a fee of five thalers each manufacturer. The coun- 
terfeit of this stamp will be constituted a criminal offence. 

Russia,—A letter from St. Petersburgh states that the Emperor 
has just determined on a measure which will be of great utility to 
men in business. He has ordered the bank to advance notes to all 
corn merchants to the extent of haif the value of their stock. It is 
supposed that this proceeding will tend to relieve the money market, 
which has of late been exceedingly heavy. 

Potanp, — The cholera has broken out at Kiew, and it is reported 
to advance three miles west every day. Great apprehensions are en- 
tertained at Warsaw. ‘The Prince of Warsaw summoned a meeting 
of the medical men a few days since, for the purpose of deciding 
upon preventive and necessary measures, after which he set out for 
St. Petersburg. Orders nave been issued for preparing hospitals and 
lazarettos. Apothecaries have been enjoined to lay in a stock of the 
requisite drugs, and the soldiers are to be more warmly clothed, and 
the encampment near the city to be broken up. It is said that his 
Majesty the Emperor, who is about to set out on his tour of inspec- 
tion, has repaired to Kiew on receiving intelligence of the breaking 
out of the cholera at that place. ‘The typhus tever continues to rage 
in Poland, and whole families fall victims to it. The cause appears 
to be mainly owing to bad and scanty nourishment, 

Eayrr,—A letter from Alexandria of the 9th says:— We are 
here occupied with the arrival of a ‘Turkish vessel, which came in 
last evening, She brought to his highness the ultimatum which the 
Porte has sent to the Greek cabinet. It is said that an order has 
arrived to Mehemet Ali to hold a certain number of vessels, as well 
as treops, ready to act against Greece on the first intimation from 
the Porte, 

The Viceroy of Egypt, having of late determined for the future all 
soldiers condemned to death should be shot, in place of being be- 
headed, the new mode of execution was carried into eff.ct at Cairo 
on the 28th ult. ‘Lhe officer charged with the superintendence of 
the matter had the prisoner's eyes bandaged, and fearing some 
awkwardness on the part of the men appointed to act, ordered a 
soldier to place his musket close to his ear ind fire. Several de- 
tachments of troops were present, and the execution is said to have 
produced a marked effect. 

Tue River PLare. — Letters have arrived from Monte Video to 
the 23d of J uly. There is no particular news. Negotiations were 
stili going on between the government of Rosas and the English and 
French Ministers, and strong hopes were entertained by the mer- 
chants of a favourable issue. 

_ Monte Vingo,—As Lord Howden, on the 16th of July, was leav- 
ing H.M.S. Raleigh, in order to take official leave of the provisional 
government, a signal was made by Mr. Consul Hood, from the bar- 
racks to the ship, in these words: — “ The French minisier and the 
Monte Videan ministers earnestly entreat the English envoy net to 
come on shore, as his life is threatened by the foreigners.” Amongst 
the most barbarous tribes, the character of an ambassador is held 
sacred, but this universally recognised principle seems unknown to 
the armed banditti of Monte Video.

One of the most remarkable events of the week is the restor- 
ation of the notes and bills stolen from the bank of Messrs.

On Michaelmas Day the livery elected Mr. Alderman 
Hooper and Sir James Duke, and from these two gentlemen the 
Court of Aldermen selected the former, who has been duly in- 
vested with the gold chain of office. 

An American mail brings intelligence of a series of actions 
fought between the Mexican and American armies beneath the 
walls of Mexico. Victory was to the Americans, but their loss 
was so heavy, that Gen. Scott, the conqueror, proposed an armistice. 

The French papers of the week are uninteresting. They have 
ceased to quarrel with the appointment of the Duc d’Aumale to 
the government of Algeria, Louis Philippe having furnished them 
with a new topic in the elevation of the Duke of Dalmatia to the 
dormant office of marshal-general of France. It is shrewdly 
surmised that the true object of the appointment is to procure 
another snug reversion for one of the Orleans princes.

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THE WEEK. 

Ir is quite manifest, from the numerous commercial failures oc- 
curring every day, that a great proportion of our mercantile esta- 
blishments are totally dependent upon a system of credit and 
the prevalence of public confidence. The fall of one great firm, 
like the removal of the key-stone of an edifice, appears to have 
precipitated the destruction of numerous others of high consider- 
ation ; and it is really impossible to foresee where this succession 
of tremendous misfortunes will terminate. To the catalogue of 
disasters contained in our last two or three numbers, are now to 
be added the great house of Cockerell and Co., which has been 
for many years concerned in the East India trade ; the banking 
house of Cockburn and Co., the firm of Perkins, Schlusser, and 
Mullens, in the St. Petersburgh and Indian trades ; Bensusan ane 
Co., a Gibraltar and Mexican house; Fry, Griffiths, and Con 
Indigo brokers and Colonial agents ; the Liverpool house of W at- 
son and Co.; and seven Manchester houses ; the total liabilities of 
the fourteen establishments amounting to considerably more 
than two millions sterling! These failures, added to those 
of Sanderson, Gower, and Reid, Irving, and Co., exhibit bank- 
ruptcies in the course of three weeks to the extent of six 
millions sterling ! —an amount of loss that must ‘involve in its 
consequences an infinite number of smaller houses, and ruin a 
great many private individuals. Three or four months hence we 
shall probably hear that half the mercantile houses in Bombay 
Madras, and Calcutta have been annihilated by the destruction of 
the home concerns, on which they are accustomed to depend. 

After a long and patient investigation, the coroner's inquest, 
which sat upon the bodies of the unfortunate victims to the cheap 
river steamer, the Cricket, has returned its verdict.

THE CURRENCY AND THE RUINED MERCHANTS. 

Last week the Chancellor of her Majesty's Exchequer, in his 
endeavour to allay the apprehensions of the deputation from New- 
castle, who had not only felt in their own/concerns all the present 
disheartening tightness of the money market in the month of 
September, when from the season of the year no such symptoms 
are generally experienced, but who were 50 startled by the 
failure of large and solvent houses in the capital, as to be in- 
duced to seek an interview with that profound official—Sir Charles 
Wood assured those gentlemen that “ the worst was passed, 
and that the alarm which at present existed would speedily sub- 
side, for there was no pressure in the money market for houses in 
credits. Whereupon almost immediately another, and one of the 
largest houses connected with the East Indies, stopped payment 
while in possession of undoubted wealth ; the ruin that will hence 
ensue in those manufacturing circles whence consignments have 
been made, has yet to be known. Already is Manchester ex- 
biting effects of a most alarming character. 

This has been followed in a few days by the stoppage of a 
banking and army agency house, one of the partners of which, if 
we mistake not, is connected with the late premier by family ties; 
no sooner had this transpired than another large house, like the 
others, totally unconnected with corn, OF ,we believe, with railways, 
has been obliged to yield to the pressure. All of these, we appre- 
hend, are houses which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
have been able to maintain their ground; though, by anticipation, 
a Chancellor of the Exchequer had attribtued present appear: 
ances “to the speculations of many large merchants, which nad 
been erroneously calculated.” 

Cool comfort this for a cabinet minister to impart to her 
Majesty’s loyal subjects whose legitimately conducted concerns 
were crumbling into dust, for no other reason than that the present 
government have insanely committed themselves to maintain, at 
all hazards, the monetary schemes of Sir Robert Peel. What re- 
turn Sir Robert has to accord for this steady adherence to the last 
rotten plank to which he still clings, does not yet appear; but 
sure we are that more arrant ignorance, and a more flippant mode 
of conveying it, never marked the career of a public man, Here 
are firms as capable, under a proper currency, of paying their way 
as the Government itself, whose only fault has been that they had 
too confidently acted on the recognised principles of business, but 
who, on their fall, are taunted by a Chancellor of the Exchequer 
with imprudence, On this subject the manly circular of Messrs.

The extension of the South-Western Railway rapidly progresses 
towards completion. The great arch that is to cross the Westminster 
Road has been commenced ; the stone plinths are being laid, and the 
abutments already appear above the foundation, ‘The arch crossing 
the Wandsworth Road is completed, and is seventy feet span. The 
arch at South Lambeth Road is a great curiosity; though it is 16

effected, we settle down into the assured conviction, that each generation is 
bound to add something of its own to the capital stock of human happiness ; and 
that no man, however humble his station, can be said to have fully realisea the 
purpose for which he was created, unless he has left the world in some degree 
better and wiser for his existence, d. TI 

In 1560, the Virgin Queen had just ascended the throne of England. 1e 
fires of Smithfield were scarcely extinct, and judges and councillors had not as 
yet had time to accommodate their consciences to the new court creeds of reli- 
gion and politics, ‘There were no newspapers, coaches, standing armies, or 
national debt ;—no colonies, no poor’s rates or excise. There were no patriots In 
the House of Commons, and no traders amongst the Peers. Teetotallers had 
not yet come into existence, because the China trade had not been established, 
and ginger beer was unknown; and whatever brandy was used, was certainly not 
of British manufacture. ‘Lhere was no native literature, and consequently few 
suicides from despair. To live was no doubt a tough struggle with thousands ; 
but folks believed that there was room enough on the earth for the whole human 
family, for no Malthus had taught that nature and industry had been over-pro- 
dicing, aud that the poor man was a social evil—an excrescence on the other- 
wise fair brow of life, which might some day become a proper subject for surgical 
operation. 

The metropolis, it will be seen, had not ventured out of town further than to 
the village of St. Giles, where stands the hospital erected for lepers, by Matilda, 
wife of Henry 1., about the year 1117. Aca later period, the gallows, that remedy 
for the incurable, was transferred here from Smithfield; and when the great 
civilising machine was again removed to Tyburn, the hanginan’s prey were 
always baited with a bowl of ale at the hospital. Passing along eastward, by 
the side of the fields of HoLporn, with a peep at Chancery Lane, near which, on 
the site of what is now called Southampton Buildings, stood the magnificent 
palace of the Knights Templars, where Ben Jonson worked as a bricklayer, and 
where is still to be seen the beautiful ga'eway, completed, as we are told, almost 
at the sole expense of Sir Thomas Loveil, about a quarter of a century before, 
which, with the Hall of Lincolns Inn, the Stone Buildings, and New Square, 
comprise all the architectural features of the locality, we come to ELY PLACE, 
the famous residence of the Bishop of Ely, and then one of the most magni- 
ficent mansions of the metropolis. It was built in the latter part of the eleventh 
century, and the chapel, dedicated to St. Ethelreda, is still open for divine wor- 
ship, T'he famous garden, from which the“ tyrant Gloster” requested a dish of 
strawberries on the morning when he struck off the head of Hastings in the 
Tower, is the site of what is now known as Hatton Garden, Elizabeth having 
procured the transfer of the house and grounds to her favourite, Sir Christopher 

latton, the celebrated “ dancing chancellor.’ The mode in which her Majesty 
obtained the coveted possession trom the bishop, Dr. Cox, is somewhat amusing. 
Sir Christopher, who was never backward in making use of court favours, had 
requested her to intercede for him; and as royal requests were then, as now, 
held to partake of the rature of commands, the “dancing” lawyer obtained a 
grant from the bishop of the gatehouse of the palace, except two rooms used as 
pus for those who were arrested, or delivered in execution to the bishop's 

ailiff, and the lower roo wus for the porter’s lodge, the first court-yard within the 
yatehouse to the lone gallery dividing it from the second, the stalls thrice the 
long gallery, with the rooms above and below it, and some others, fourteen 
acres of Jand, and the keeping the gardens and orchards for twenty-one years, 
paying at Midsummer Day a red rose for the gatehouse and gardens, the bishop 
reserving to himself and his successors the right of free access through the gate- 
house, walking in the gardens, and to ga'her twenty bushels of roses yearly. 
These concessions, it might be supposed, would have satisfied the favourite, but 
they only served to whet his avarice. The Queen was soon induced to write 
again to the bishop, desiring him to execute an instant conveyance of the pre- 
mises to herself, until he or his successor paid to Hatton $0002., the sum he had 
spent on “improvements,” as well as covenanting to reimburse him for whatever 
he might aflerwards expend upon the property. This was too much for even 
episcopal forbearance, and the bishop replied “that they should want an orchard 
and grounds, and that they should be too much straitened, but that in his 
conscience he could not do it, being a piece of sacrilege. That when he became 
Bishop of Ely, he had received certain farms, houses, and other things, which 
former pious princes had judged necessary for that place and calling. These he 
received by the Queen's favour from his predecessor, and that of these he was 
to be a steward, not a scatterer. ‘That be could not bring his mind to be so ill a 
trustee ‘or his successors, nor to violate the pious wills of kings and princes, and 
in effect rescind their last testaments. He put the Queen in mind of that rule of 
nature and of God, not todo that to another which one would not have done to 
one's Self; and that the profit of one is not to be increased by the damage of 
another way ; he told her that he could scarcely justify those princes which trans- 
ferred things appointed for pious uses into uses less pious.” But Elizancth was 
not to be moved from her purpose, and the poor ecclesiastic, after enduring 
great persecution, was forced to surrender, upon condition that the property 
should be restored whenever he could satisfy the claims of Hatton, who ulti- 
wately died, it is said, of grief, when the queen took itinto her head to demand 
payment herself of certain monies which she had lent him. But we have dwelt 
too long up n this portion of our route, and must pass at once to SMITHFIELD, 
The annals of this place are unhappily amongst the darkest portions of our na- 
tional history, but the practice of extirpating belief by fire was going rather out 
of fashion in 1560. At this pertod it was still used as a theatre for the display of 
martial prowess, and was geting into repute more for the sale of beasts than the 
slaughter of men, ‘Thirty years after the time of our engraving, the number of 
cattle sold in Smithtield was 67,500. Jt is now at ove 200,000. 

From hence we pass on to CLERKENWELL, where straggling houses occupy 
the site of the magnilicent Priory of St. John’s, which was burnt by the com- 
mons ot Kent and Essex in 1381. St. John’s Gate is now the sole relic left to 
ates: the greatness of the once powerful knights of St. John, the heroic de- 
fenders of Rhodes, and bulwarks of Christendom. The buildings upon the en- 
graving had been rescued from the havoc made by the Protector Somerset, who 
blew up the restored priory to form his house in the Strand, and were consigned 
to lamented ruin, To St. John’s Gate, now a tavern, Johnson did early reverence, 
as being in his early day the printing office of Cave, The next halting place in 
our way isthe Cuarten Bouse, which was founded by the chivalrous Sir Walter 
Manny, in the tme of Edward IHI., whose biography invests the history of that 

eriod with such touching interest. Wearied of the gauds of ambition, he 

rouxht over to England, in 137), twenty-five monks of the order of Benedictine, 
who being originally established at Chartroux, a village in Fronce, obtainad for 
their convents the name of Charter houses. ‘lhe site of the building erected in 
the present instance was a piece of consecrated ground, which Stow says “ re- 
mained till our time by the name of Pardon Churchyard, aud served for burying 
such as desperately ended „their lives, or were executed for felonies, who were 
fetched thither usually in a close cart bayled over, and covered with black, 
having a plain white cross thwarting, aud at the fore end a plain St, John’s cross, 
without and within a bell ringing by shaking of the cart, whe eby the same might 
be heard when it passed, and this was called the priory cart, and had the privi- 
lege of sanctuary.” After having been made a buria!-place for the multitude 
who perisned of the plague, it was at last covered by the present Cnarter House, 
about 1372, and the minates hved on quietly ull the fatal moment when 
Henry VHI, demanded the surrender of their resources and the renunciation of 
their faith, The prior, Houghton, together with the superiors of two other 
charter honges, and two ,relixionists who had formerly belonged to the founda- 
tion, were drawn and quartered at ‘Tyburn for retusing to acknowledge the king’s 
supremacy, and the nead of Houghton was set over the gate of his own mo- 
nastery. But neither the purfishment nor the ghastly spectacle could shake the 
resolution of the brave men over whom he had worthily presided. They sted- 
fastly imitated the prior’s example, and in the following month several others 
were consigned to the gibbet, cut down whilst stil living, and their bowels torn 
from the quivering bodies, after which their limbs were set up in different parts of 
the city. A recreant monk was appointed as the gaoler of the survivors, who 
exhorted them to die not for the cause, but to live long and live wise, to subject 
thomselves to their nobie prince, and get his gracious tavour by doing their duty 
to his grace. Finding entreaties to be of as little avail as menaces, the apostate 
monk proceeded to cut off the supplies of provisions. He complained to bis em- 
ployer Cromwell that the Inmates, regarding not the increase of their number 
nor the decay of benevolence and charity, persisted in “ having plenty or bread, 
and ale, and fish given to strangers in the buttery and at the vuttery door, and 
as jarge distribution of bread and ale to all their servants and to vagabonds 
(travellers) at the gate as was then used, which cannot be. fhe rites of hos- 
pitality were therefore suspended, the remainder ol the monks were imprisoned 
until sA last six were induced by suffering to conform, and ten, the survivors of* 
athe ` ant, were kept in prison, until all bat one died; 
the once wealthy establishinent, aL AL beak T, eee: À 
“the traitors being dispatched by the hand of God,” as one of their tormentors 
observed, The last rehe of the Charcer House monks was brought to the 
scaffold, and the rich prize fell into the hands of the rapacious ae oy wham 
it was bestowed upon two of his servants, and from them tt passec mof ie yan : 
of Sir Edward North. The queen was brought here within ad Seer ee 
accession, and again resided in the Charter for several oye m lee ie t aed ar 
ing was then purchased by the Duke of Norfoik, who renuilt a ie ty 4 
the place, aud made it his cuief residence. It was here that he plotted ABA 
the Queen of Scots, and overthrow the throne ot Elizabeth, but being be ee

The next noticeable edifice is the priory or hospital of St. BartHoLomew, which 
was founded by the energetic efforts of a monk of surpassng ability in the 
reign of Heny L, and at the time of the Ref rmati n was of great importance; 
the grant to Henry VILL. Including the “ mansion house, fitty-one tenements 
lying within the precincts of the said close, hve other messuages and tenements, 
water from the conduit head at Canonbury (the country residence of the Priors 
at Islington), and lastly the fair of St, Bartholomew.” The mansion and gar- 
dens of Canonbury, are still in existence, the former, ouce the’residence of Eliza- 
beth, is now occupied as a boarding house. ‘The choir of the priory is the 
parish church of St Bartolomew, and the celebrated fair is extinct. At the 
date of our picture the Blackfriars, introduced by Mary, had just been driven out,

and the hospital devoted to its present uses. Following the course of the city 
wall, we pass by the Cripplegate, at this time the name given to an entrance to 
the metropolis. We see the common and field of Finsbury, where, in the ime 
of Ben Jonson, the archers used to come to shoot, ‘To get to Moorgate, the 
pedestrian crossed over the fields which separated it from the Old Jewry, where 
the Windmill Tavern presented rare attractions. dUihallows contained a house 
of entertainment known as Cole Harbour, a sanctuary for spendthrifts. Lothbury 
was famous as the resort of the dealers in metal. Bedlam was outside the city; 
and Shoreditch consisted merely of a double row of mean cottages, extending to 
the present church ; Spitalfields could not boust of a single house ; Aldgate was 
bnta post of defence ; and the Minories is a large vacant piece of ground. The 
Tower has since lost instead of gaining attraction, At this time it had ceased 
to be a royal residence; but it was still the scene of all the great occasions of 
state, the treasure house, the prison, and the place of high council, It was from 
her continement in the Tower, that Elizabeth was called only the year before to 
ascend the throne, and the hard lesson which her sister taught was not lost. The 
Duke of Norfolk, condemned for plotting to marry the hapless Mary of Scotland, 
lost his head on‘lower Hill; and an liser pioa ated 1564, records the captivity 
of the last descendants of George duke of Clarence, the brother of Richard II., 
who both found a grave in its gloomy precincts. A history of tyranny might be 
written in the biographies of its inmates. The rich Jew tortured for his wealth, 
and the brave scot or Welshman murdered for their independence; the foreign 
prisoner captured in war, and detained olten in chains until he could procure 
ransom ; the turbulent noble or defeated rival hurried at once from the cell to 
the scaffold. Henry VI. and his son Edward, Clarence, and the infant Ed- 
ward V. with his brother the Duke of York, Anna Boleyn, and Lidy Jane Grey, 
patriots, nobles, kings, priests, soldiers, lawyers, and men of letters, the list 
might swell out till the appalled student would cry “ no more of horrors, let me 
hear of men and not of fiends.” We willingly leave the subject, rich as it is in 
historic recon. lections, and making our way along Gracious (Gracechurch) Street, 
and along the narrow thoroughfare where the Lombards” carried on their 
business of money changing, with a glance at Escheppe (Eastcheao), not yet 
rendered famous by the genius of Shakspeare, we hasten to old St. Paul's, a 
structure as famous in its day as the building which now occupies sits site.

was begun on the ruins of the original cathedral in the llth century, Looking 
down the hill on the valley of the rapid Fleet river, with its vessels lying at 


anchor, we pass into the cathedral on the morning of a festival, We enter, and 
at once are fixed in amazement at the scene of enchantment suddenly visible, an 
apparently endless perspective of lofty archos. on in the distance in a luminous 
mist or confused blaze ‘of many streams of light, great numbers of persons in 
many coloured dresses moving to and fro, ala tel at apes prens upon and 
bewilder the attention. As we gaze more steadily that wonderful perspective 
becomes more clear, until at last, for nearly hte hundred Jeet, we can follow 
the rangeunbroken from the tessellated marble Avenant below to the roof with 
gilded groins above, of arches upon arenes in of the dim but richly painted 
windows at the top. The glorious vine s terminated bya rose window of 
great size, but appearing from hence scarcely aper than the flower from which 
it | borrows its name, Fwhilst its colonrari ore ing in the intensest of dyes, 
appear mingled into one glowing but nameless hue, There seems to be no end 
to the wealth that has been lavished upon the place. Gold, silver, rubies, eme- 
ralds, pearls, begin to lose their value from tt peoratinn ; «dd the croziers of 
the seventy priests who are performing services In different Parts of the building. 
The crowding figures of nob es, warriors, citizens, ladies, and labourers arrayed 
in all kinds of materials, satin, damask, c'oth of gold and silver, and stout broad 
cloth of English wool, and some idea may be obtained of St. Paul's in 1560. Tts 
history from the period of the foundation down through the time when six 
bibles were chained in the cathedral for public use to its destruction by the great 
fire is matter for the pen of the antiquary, and 30 hurrying along by ways the 
sites of which will remain ever memorable, we pass through ‘femple Bar to the 
STRAND. The* bridges” here are swept away though their names are pre. 
served in Ivy Bridge Lane and Strand Bridge Lane opposite the end of New- 
castle Street. There are houses on both sides of the way. Essex House, 
anciently the outer Temple, was the residence of the unhappy favourite of 
Elizabeth, and with Durham Place and Harbour Street, presented ‘its embattled 
pile towards the Strand. 

Tue May Pong stood in front of the spot now occupied by St. Clement's 
Church, and on the ground now forming Arundel, Norfolk [Savoy, and Howard 
Streets, rose the stately mansion and grounds of Arundel house, the town resi- 
dence of the Howards. The memorials of o'd London abound in this vicinity. 
The Savoy carries us back to the days of John of Gaunt ; and in Strand Lane is 
a bath which was used by the‘ Romans BThe gateway of Lyon’s)Inn, nowin H ly- 
well Street, marks the site of a portion of thefInner Temple, and the birth or 
death places of eminent men hallow the entire locality. fn our onward journey 
the air seems filled with the spirit of the past.

‘There was no small ado 
in London, and likewise the ower made great preparation of defence, By ten 
of the clock the Earl of Pembroke had set his troop of horsemen on the hill in 
the high say above St, James's; his footinen were set in two battles somewhat 
lower and nearer Charing Cross, at the lane turning down'by the brick wall from

At Charing Cross there stood Sir John Gage, lord chamberlain, with the 
guard and a nu'nber of others, almost a thousand, the which upon Wyatt's 
coming shot at his company, but at the last fled to the Court gates, while certain 
pursued, and forced with shot to shut the court gate against them. In this re- 
pulse the said lord champerain and others were so amazed that many cried 
treason in the court, and had thought that the Earl of Pembroke, who was 
assaulting the tail of bis enemies, had gone to Wyatt, taking his part against 
the Queen. 'Fnere was running and crying out of ladies and gentlemen shutting 
of doors and windows, and such a shrieking and noise, as was wonderful to 
bear. ‘The upshot was, that Wyatt, lacking the daring of 4 bold rebel,’ sur- 
rendered , but never, perhaps since the day when the Cross way erected by the 
first Edward to its final overthrow by order ot the Long Parliament, had a more 
exciting scene been witnessed at its base. But we must resume Our journey and 
retracing the way cwtward bythe water side, scarcely linger for a moment to 
gaze upon the church of Blackfriars and the pa'ace of Bridewell, at this time but 
recently built for the special accommodation ot the Emperor Charles V, Slate 
in the Blackfriars Church that Wolsey and Cardinal Campegzio pronounced

tween gallant knights and nobles, which from time to time made the old bridge 
the centre of attraction, we cannot help transcribing the account of the skirmish 
fought by Jack Cade for its possession in 1430. The Kentish leader presented 
himself at the gates, which were opened to him by the Londoners on lhursday 
evening, July 2d, and as he passed over at the head of his men, cut asunder the 
ropes of the drawbridge with his sword; but on the following Sunday, the mayor 
and aldermen having rallied the better sort of citizens, the bridge was recap- 
tured, the rebels, alter a desperate resistance, being driven over into Southwark. 
But their leader exhibitedno want of courage, or warlike capacity. For Stowe 
tells us that as soon as he received the intelligence, “* he went to harness, and 
assembled his people, and set so fiercely upon the citizens, that he drove them 
back from the stoups (or posts) in Southwark, or Bridge-foot, unto the draw- 
bridge, in defending whereof many a man was drowned and slain. . . . This 
skirmish continu-d all night, till nine of the clock on the morrow, so that some 
time the citizens had the better and sometines the other; but ever they kept 
them upon the bridge, so that the citizens passed never much the bulwark at the 
bridge-foot, nor the Kentishmen no farther than the drawbridge, thus continuing 
the cruel fight to the destruction of much people on both sides.” Hall asserts, 
however, that the Londoners were several times beaten back “ as far as the 
oes at St. Magnus’ Corner,” that is, quite to the northern extremity of the 
ridge. He and other authorities also state that the rebels set fire to some of 
the houses on the bridge. “ Alas!” he exclaims, “ what sorrow it was to behold 
that miserable chance, for some desiring to eschew the tire, leaped on his enemy’s 
Weapon and so died; fearful women, with children in their arms, amazed and ap- 
palled, leapt into the river ; other, doubting how to save themselves between fire, 
water, aud sword, were in their houses suffocate and smothered.” At last both 
parties, faint, weary, and fatigued, agreed to rest them all the next day; and 
during this pause the king's pardon was proclaimed. At this time the street on 
the bridge was the Paternoster Row of the day. The three bibles, the chapel, 
and the looking-glass were signs of respectable publishers, the sign of the white 
lion, the lamb; and breeches, and the lck of hair betokened the various callings 
of the worthy shopkeepers, and * dangling and creaking away must have made 
work enough among those on London Bridge, especially when the wind was 
high, and must have added not a little to both the noise and terrors of the 
thoroughfare. T he street was not finally pulled down till about the year 1760, 
Happily the beautiful chapel of St. Mary Overy is still in existence, with its 
rare monuments of Gower, the brother of Shakspeare, and Philip Massinger. 
It is not necessary to describe the sports of the Bull and Bear Garden, albeit 
they gladdened the leisure hours of the maiden Queen; and now we are at 
the limits ot the ancient metropolis in 1560.

Weli might it be said by the great living painter of men and manners, 
that * when he thought how regularly things went on from day to dayin the same 
unvarying round ; how youth and beauty died, and ugly griping sae lived tot- 
tering on; how crafty avarice grew rich. and manly honest hearts were poor and 
sad; how few they were who tenanted the Stately houses, and how many those 
who lay in noisome pens, or rose each day and laid them down at night, and lived 
and died, father aud son, mother and child, race upon race, and generation upon 
generation, without a home to shelter them, or the energies of one single man 
directed to their aid ; how in seeking, not a luxurious and splendid life, but the 
bare means of a wretched and inadequate subsistence, there were women and 
chiidren in that one town, divided into ciasses, numbered and estimated as regu- 
larly as the noble families and folks of great degree, and reared from infancy to 
manhood to drive most criminal and dreadiul trades ; how ignorance was pu-

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CIVILISING RESULTS OF CHRISTIAN MISSIONS. 
I. INCREASED VALUE OF HUMAN LIFE. 


1n support of the leading argument of the series of papers which 
we are about to publish under the above title, we may, without over- 
stepping the bounds of popular interpretation, adduce the words used 
by the great founder of Christianity himself, when pleading the para- 
mount importance of spiritual pursuits, as compared with those which 
bear merely upon the interests of the body. Some degree of care 
respecting what we shall eat, and wherewithal we shall be clothed, is 


paced both commendable and necessary; yet the divine injunc- 
tion is— 


Seek years the kingdom of God, and his righteousness ; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.—( Matthew, vi. 33.) 


The records of missionary enterprises, even the whole history of 
civilisation, when viewed in its grand features rather than in its 
minor details, may be considered as forming a practical comment 
upon this text; and well deserves to be viewed in this light, both by 
those who support Christian missions for their highest and primary 
object, and by those who are invited to assist them as the only efti- 
cient means of civilisation. Instances are not wanting in which it 
has been attempted to introduce the blessings of civilisation to bar- 
barous tribes, without making the inculcation of Christianity the 
principal object; but such attempts have entirely failed. The 
question was fully investigated by the select committee of the House 
of Commons appointed, in 1837, to consider what measures ought 
to be adopted with regard to the native inhabitants of countries 
where British settlements are made, and to the neighbouring tribes, 
in order to secure to them the due observance of justice and the 
protection of their rights, to promote the spread of civilisation 
among them, and to lead them to the peaceful reception of the 
Christian religion.” Such a tribunal cannot be suspected of undue 
leaning towards what may, for the sake of distinction, be termed the 
evangelical, as contrasted with the political class of civilising agen- 
cies; yet the committee have thus recorded their sentiments, which 
were founded on a great amount of evidence ;— 


We have next to express our conviction that there is but one effectual means 
of staying the evil we have occasioned, and of imparting the blessings of civilisa- 
tion ; and that is, the propagation af Christianity, together with the preservation, 
for the time to come, of the civil rights of the natives. We have seen that a 
mere acquaintance with civilised men by no means prepares savages to receive 
Christianity, and that kind of civilisation which alone can be advantageous to 
them or ourselves, We farther find, in the evidence before us, that benevolent 
attempts have been made to instruct savages in the arts of civilised lite, for the 
purpose of improving their condition, and gradually preparing them for the 
truths ot the gospel, and that these attempts have been signally unsuccessful. 


It thus appears that the experience of both missionaries and poli- 
ticians may be adduced in illustration of the grand principle that the

We have no desire to lay before our readers scenes of human de- 
gradation and misery, excepting in so far as they may assist in form- 
ing a lively sense of the depth of wretchedness to which sin has 
plunged the human race, and from which the Christian philanthro- 
ale is calied upon to raise it.

sf the deepest physical suffering, would recognise the descendants 
of the happy inhabitants of Eden, thus described by Milton :

cording to the advantages they enjoyed. The River Credit mission being the 


oldest among the Chippeways, 1 will give you an account of their present tem- 
poral condition. About ten years ago this people had no houses, no fields nor 

orses, no cattle, no pigs, and no poultry. Each person could carry all he pos- 
sessed on his back, without being much burdened. They are now occupying 
about forty comfortable houses, most of which are built of hewn logs, anda few 
of frame. They are generally ‘one-and-a-half story high, and about twenty-four 
feet long and eighteen feet wide, with stone or brick chimneys, two or three 
rooms in each house. Their furniture consists of tables, chairs, bedsteads, straw 
mattresses, a few feather-beds, window curtains, boxes. and trunks for their 
wearing apparel, small shelves fastened against the wall for their books, closets 
for their cooking utensils, cupboards for their plates, cups, saucers, knives 
and forks. Some have clocks and watches. They have no carpets, but 
a few have mats laid on their floors. This tribe own a saw-mill, a work- 
shop, @ blacksmith’s shop, and a warehouse, the property of the whole 
community. They have about two hundred acres of land under cultiva- 
tion, on which they grow wheat, Indian corn, or malze, oats, peas, potatoes, 
pumpkins, and squashes. In their gardens they raise beans, melons, cabbages, 
onions, &c. A few have planted fruit trees in their gardens, such as apple trees, 
cherry trees, pear trees, currant and gooseberry bushes. All these thrive well 
here when pro erly cultivated. They have a number of oxen, cows, horses, 
pigs, poultry, donk: and cats; a few barns and stables; a few waggons and

excellency, which had caused a feeling of dissatisfaction amongst the 
Dutch farmers; that it was intended to apply for leave to hold a 
public meeting in the country; and that if Mr. Nel returned without 
having succeeded in speaking to his excellency, the unfavourable im- 
‘pression’ would be increased. Mr. Woosnam hereupon again 
departed, and shortly returned, stating that, in order to remove the 
impression alluded to, his excellency would see Mr. Nel; that his 
excellency begged to assure him that his refusal to see the farmers 
who had requested interviews proceeded from no intention to slight 
them; on the contrary, he was desirous to show the farmers every 
consideration, but that his time was so taken up with important 
business as to render it impossible for him to see every person who 
called upon him. 

Messrs. Nel and Meurant were hereupon shown into a room and 
courteously received by his excellency. Mr. Nel stated the object 
of his visit, which was briefly to inform his excellency of the con- 
tinued state of insecurity of that part of the country where he resided, 
the depredations which marauding bands of Kaffirs continued to 
commit, and the miserable state of anxiety and insecurity in which 
the farmers lived. ‘That a general feeling existed amongst the 
Dutch South African farmers to quit the frontier, and fall back into 
interior, as they feared the Kaffirs would again invade the; colony, 
and renew their outrages. The camp, said Mr. Nel, in which he 
had been since the commencement of the war, was attacked by the 
Kaffirs no less than seven times ; the farmers, however, always beat 
them off, but the enemy carried off all their cattle; that his wife, in 
consequence of anxiety and exposure to the inclemency of the;wea- 
ther, had died, that he had nothing left but his seven children and a 
waggon, and that he and his motherless children had now been six- 
teen months roving about the country as fugitives, 

His excellency requested Mr. Nel to assure his countrymen, that 
no man between this and Cape Town could have the interest of the 
frontier more at heart, and could be more laborious] employed for 
its welfare than he; and that no individual could tell him more re- 
garding the position of the farmers, their sufferings and losses, than 
he had already written to her Majesty’s Secretary of State, so that 
the voice of the colonists would be heard at home. ‘Too much was, 
however, expected from him; and the frontier press had not done 
him justice; the late affair at Burn’s Hill had been magnified and 
misrepresented. People appeared to think that the name of governor 
or high commissioner was sufficient to enable him to do anything. 
It must be clear to every one who looked into the subject, that we 
were not dealing with a nation, but with hordes of robbers, and that 
it was in vain to expect a total cessation of robberies, or permanent 
peace, until the Kaffirs were entirely subdued, The chiefs had no 
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menced, and continued until about eight o'clock, when the Fishmen and Kroo- 
men perceived that the Timboes were continually receiving reinforcements, and 
becoming so numerous that if they remained longer they would not be able to 
make a retreat; they therefore abandoned the factory, and. retreated to their 
canoes, at the landing, and, while a tni them, the Timboes came down upon 
them, fired and wounded seven of Capt. M.’s Kroomen and several of the Fish- 
men. There were killed in the fight four Fishmen and two Timboes. 

After the Fishmen had left the place, the Timboes returned to the factories 
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power over their followers, excepting for evil; and until they were 
brought to that state of subjugation that we could punish them im- 
mediately upon the commission of any offence, there would be no 
permanent peace. The Gaika tribes were the worst, and Sandilla 
the worst of all; the southern tribes were not so bad. He (the high 
commissioner) could conclude a peace to-morrow if he chose, but 
that would not be a peace which would bring permanent security to 
the frontier. Expense was no object — efficiency was what he re- 
quired — and this he was gradually acquiring — and when all his ar- 
rangements were complete, the country would be informed of it. 
But he had a difficult task, and too much ought not to be expected of 
him. He must, however, be [allowed to do his work in his own way, 
and according to the means at his disposal. He did not wish to con- 
ceal what must be known to Mr. Nel, that when Sir Peregrine 
Maitland left the colony, he made it appear that the Kaflirs were en- 
tirely subdued, and that peace would soon follow. Such, however, 
he need not tell Mr. Nel, was not the case; the Kaflirs were not yet 
sufficiently humbled “to enable him to establish a satisfactory peace 
with them. A false step in politics, said his excellency, was as bad 
as in war; and had the wiser measures of Sir? Benjamin d'Urban 
not been subverted, the present state of things would, in all pro- 
bability, never have taken place, and the force which would now be 
required to be kept up on the frontier would be much larger than 
the British government expected. His excellency assured Mr, Nel 
that he required no urging on; he felt that his public character was 
at stake, and no exertions which he was capable of would be wanting 
to bring matters to a satisfactory issue. 
THE COAST OF AFRICA. 

Arrace ny Natives. — ‘Town anp FACTORIES BURNED BY THE 
Enouisu. — We find in the Africa's Luminary of June 9. the follow- 
ing account of a disturbance, originating with the native tribes, and 
ending in loss of life and the interference of her Britannic Majesty's 
vessel of war the Rolla: — 

On Wednesday, the 2d instant, “ Prince,” chief of the Timbo tribe, came down 
to the beach, accompanied by a number of young men, armed AS his body guard, 
for the purpose of making prisoner of a man, of the tribe of Fishmen, for some 
little offence he had committed. His tribe refused to deliver him up; so Prince 
rushed into the house in which the man was, and arrested and brought him out. 
The Fishmen rescued him. Prince’s guards then rushed to regain him, and in the 
scuffle they came to blows, and from blows to firing at each other. One was 
instantly killed on each side, aud two or three wounded, but Prince did not suc- 
ceed in regaining the man. : 

The sound of war bells and the firing of guns caused an alarm to the neigh- 
bouring towns, and men and boys came armed to gee the cause, and to their sur- 
prise found their chief and the Fishmen at war. They unhesitatingly joined in 
the affray, and overpowered the Fishmen, who were compelled to retreat to the 
barricaded English factories (which had as factors persons of their own tribe), 
about two furlongs trom Fishtown, the place of action. The Timboes pursued 
them thither, and compelled them to retreat from one factory to the other (there 
were several) until they got to Captain Murray’s, which was the last and near 
the landing. They here took a firm stand, and as night had come on the two 
parties retired — the former into the factories they had taken possession of, and 
Tepe aant Gr eee Ene Captain Murray, the day previous, had landed a 

oes for palm oil, among which was a quantity of powder, 
guns, and iron pots. The Fishmen, having recourse to these things, were 
enabled to make Panai The pots were broken up in small pieces for shot. 

Captain M., at the same time, was at anchor off Timbo, and having a quantity 
of Kroomen on board, sent them on shore to protect his factory. At the dawn 
of day, on the 3d, the Timboes renewed the attack, and a general fight com- 
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and plundered them of everything that could be carried off, an 
they could not carry away.

Uniten Srates.—New York advices of the 1st inst. arrived by the 
packet ship Columbia on Saturday last. ‘* La Patria,” a Mexican 
journal, states, on the authority of a correspondent, that a very severe 
rencontre took place between Major Lally'’s command, consisting © 
about 700 men, escorting a waggon train, and a large body of gueril- 
las, under Padre Jaranta. The number of waggons lost is said to be 
very great, and the killed and wounded exceeded 250, reducing the 
whole command to 400 and odd effective troops. The guerillas were 
in great force, and it is said that as they are persuaded that there 18 & 
large amount of specie in the train, it will be attacked throughout 
the whole of its long route, so long as the enemy can bring an 
effective man into the field. 

Intelligence has reached Washington, which added to the general 
anxiety. This was no less than a triple protest from Central Ame- 
rica against the occupation of Mexico by the troops of the Union. 
The president of the state of Honduras on the one hand, and two ge- 
nerals of the state of Guatemala on the other, had called to arms the 
inhabitants of these two republics, inviting them to come to the as- 
sistance of the threatened nationality of Mexico. The effect of this 
proclamation was not known, but if it were followed by effect, it 
might give a new face to the war. With regard to the conspiracy 
organised in Yucatan for massacring the white population, it appears 
the plot had been in course of concoction for a considerable time. 
Its execution would infallibly have taken place, had not the whole 
been betrayed by a native chief. 

The steam ship Caledonia arrived in the Mersey on ‘Tuesday night 
with advices from New York to the 15th, Boston to the 16th, and 
Halifax to the 18th inst. They bring intelligence of the stoppages 
on the 9th, of the important house of Prime, Ward, and Co., of New 
York, in consequence of the failure of some of their European cor- 
respondents, ‘The advices from Mexico are exceedingly interesting. 
General Scott had at last reached the neighbourhood of the capital, 
after some hard fighting, in which both sides suffered great loss, but 
in consequence of an armistice he had not entered the city. The 
Mexicans, who were strongly posted, fought much better than was 
anticipated, We subjoin the official account: —‘ Washington, 
Sept. 14, 1847. Dispatches for the government have this moment 
been received, ‘The intelligence heretofore received is fully con- 
firmed, On the 20th uit. the American forces, consisting of 7000 
men, met the enemy at Charbuses, three or four miles from the 
capital. The Mexicans were 32,000 strong, and posted behind an 
eminence battery of heavy artillery. After two hours’ bloody con- 
flict, our gallant troops swept everything before them, mainly at the 
point of the bayonet. ‘The American loss was less than 1000, while 
that of the Mexicans is estimated at 5000, and amongst the killed are 
many distinguished men, both generals and civilians. The armis- 
tice was agreed upon, and five commissioners appointed on the 
Mexican side, at the head of whom was Herrera. The commis- 
sioners had two meetings, and were to hold a third on Monday, the 
30th. Valencia escaped with two companies to Falluca, and has 
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
